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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicants' proposed claim amendment, filed on 10/05/2009, is not entered 

because the new limitations of claims 1 , 4, 9, and 10 require further consideration 
and/or search. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicants' arguments filed 10/05/2009 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

Most of Applicants' arguments directed to the new claim limitations and will not 
be addressed here. Only arguments that are related to the previous rejection will be 
addressed below. 

2. Applicants argue that the controller function are not taught in the prior arts, 
despite being intended use. See the bridging paragraph of page 9 and 10. 

This argument is found not persuasive. 

'923's controller #74, controlling various valves, is capable of alternately supply of 
the one gas after another, therefore, met the structure requirement of the claim. The 
functional part is merely intended use of the apparatus does not add other structure 
limitation. Note Applicants did not point out any structure difference of the controller.
